JONATHAN SEWELL, THE 


PROPHET 
ON THIS DATE, in 1809, Hon. 
Jonathan Sewell was appointed 


Speaker of the legislative coun- 
cil of the Ptovince of Lower 
Canada 

The son of a remarkable father, 
he was himself a remarkable man 
Jonathan the elder was the last 
ney general of Mas- 
and when banished as 
a loyalist went to England, thence 
to Nova Scotia, where he was 
judge in admiralty. 

Jonathan the younger was born 
at Cambridge, Mass. and, after 
graduating at Oxford university, 
came to New Brunswick, where 
he studied law under the cele- 
brated Ward Chipman 

Going to Quebec in 1789 he was 
solicitor general four years, later 
attorney general in 1795, judge of

William Smith, who as early as 
1775, fuggested the wnion of the 
colonies that later became the 
United States with Canada and 
the Maritime colonies. Smith was 
banished as a loyalist and became 
the fourth chief justice of Can- 
ada, but there is no record of his 
having repeated that suggestion 
publicly, though he often urged

The Passing Show

Calvin Coolidge has gone the way of all flesh 
His New England frugality and his long-lifed 
father suggested a long life for him. His death at 
60 must be regarded as premature. 

I met and interviewed Calvin Coolidge in 1923, a 
few months before he was called to the presidency. 
He was on his way to Alaska, Though he had been 
over two years vice-president then, he was compar- 
atively unknown. His call at Vancouver excited no 
comment and the interview was so colorless and 
perfunctory, that I can't recall a word of it. I re- 
member wondering at the luck some men must 
have in U.S. politics when a chap such as he, who 
seemed about an average country lawyer with no 
outlook on, or opinion upon world events, could 
become vice-president. 

A few months later I met Harding, who had the 
size, the warmth, the looks, and the eloquence, to 
fill the part. He was returning from his ill-fated 
Alaskan trip to unveil the peace memorial in 
Stanley Park, and had accepted an invitation to 
take dinner with his fellow newspapermen of the 
B.C. Institute of Journalists. ' 

He ieft a formal dinner in another room of the 
Hotel Vancouver, tendered him by the Board of 
Trade, to come and shake hands with the newspaper 
men and women, and for twenty minutes regaled 
them with a rollicking, humorous speech about his 
own experiences as a small town publisher at 
Marion.

Good spirits of both kinds flowed at the meeting. 
I had a speed boat on Vancouver Harbor at that 
time, and after “Auld Lang Syne” had been sung 
and Harding and his party had embarked on a U.S. 
cruiser for Seattle, I took a party of friends out in 
the speed boat to escort the lighted cruiser and her 
well-lit complement out as far as the Fraser River 
sandheads. 

We found our way back in the dark to Van- 
couver Harbor wtihout mishap. The cruiser was not 
so lucky. She rammed and sank a collier in Puget 
Sound. z. 

Ten days after, when - Harding's death was an- 
nounced, I thought of the strange stroke of luck or 
Fate that had made the colorless, non-communica- 
tive and lonely Coolidge successor to Harding. 

The newspaper boys who handled the Coolidge 
boom did the job well. The trick in publicity pro- 
motion, as I suppose in all sorts of salesmanship is 
to take the vulnerable points of your man or your 
movement and make them your strength. The pub- 
licity squad had a silent, taciturn chap to sell to 
the Americen public, so they capitalized his defects 
and promoted him as “Silent Cal,” the Sphinx of the 
White House.” They did it so well that even Cool- 
idge, I think, came to believe it. At, I don't remem- 
ber how many dollars a word, he perpetrated a 
series of short newspaper articles. They were ob- 
viously his own. tnane they were, but delivered 
in a pontifical manner. 


One great service Coolidge did, for which the 
American people may be justly grateful. After the 
disclosures of the personal and public rottenness 
that attended the regime of the handsome, godlike 
Harding, the Teapot Dome scandal, the ravages of 
the Daugherty machine and the personal scandals 
that attached themse:ves to Harding, Coolidge with 
his personal probity, his domestic fidelity, his ex- 
ample of austere frugality and freedom from 
scandal, came like a breath of his own Vermont 
mountain air to purge and sweeten the White 
House atmosphere. All Washington was the better 
for his coming. He gave a national service difficult 
to estimate, restoring public confidence and ending 
the era of the open grafter. 

No man can do better than his best. Coolidge will 
be accounted among the good servants of the Re- 
public. I wish he hadn't said of the war debts “They 
got the price, didn't they?”—or that he had suid it 
with more grace. 

While the Technocrats are computing how much 
mankind could produce with ease by harnessing 
energy and using the highest degree of technological 
and engineering skill, I came across some calcula- 
tions by Morris Ernst in his “America’s Primer” of 
what United States produced per capita in 1929 
under the price system 

Ernst figures that in 1929 U.S. produced $780 
for each man, woman and child—that if everything 
had been distributed in equal shares, each family 
would have received at the rate of $780 per member. 
That would give a family of four children, with 
their parents an income of $4680. 

Seeing that Ernst has not made any alluwance 
for the food raised and consumed by the 40 per cent 
of the population of U.S. engaged in agriculture, 
even this would be a good advance on the general 
scale of living.

Ernst shows how the national income is divided 
Using round fgiures, he pictures a typical cross- 
section of American life, comprising one hundred 
persons, dividing up their quota of $70,000 

He says: 

“Not every person would receive $700. We 
would divide the $70,000 as it is divided in actual 
life 

“One man would step forward and receive 
$14,000, leaving only $56,000 for the other 99 
Then nine more would press through the turn- 
style and take $14,000, or $1,550 each 

“There would be 90 people left with only 
$42,000 remaining. If we then divided the rest 
equally there would be only about $460 for 
each. Among them, however, are 25 children 
aged, maimed and inep. who get about $98 apiece 
or $2450 in all. If we divide the balance $39,550 
equally will receive about $600 for the 
year 

“Multiply this group of 100 into 120 millions 
and you will see the men, women and children 
of America.” 

Lest someone point out that it should be $76,000 
and not $70,000 per 100 people, let me suggest that 
Ernst had used the $8,000 to provide for the 
millionaire and muiti-millionaire incomes. 

Technocracy, even were it not to greatly in- 
crease the 1929 rate of production, but merely give 
a better distribution, would greatly improve the 
common lot of mankind. In saying this, I am aware 
that Technocracy does not build itself on 1929 
production ratios, Its argument is that the tre- 
mendous increase in production since 1929, made 
possible by technological edvance, and the certain- 
ty that further speeding of production will continue, 
will render it impossible for society to rebuild 
itself under a price system, and that some form of 
Technocratic society will be made necessary by the 
compulsion of economic law.

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Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy. 
“It is only growing pains.” With these words 


parents used to laugh away any complaints of pain 
in the joints made by children from about seven 
years of age to young adulis up to twenty. Now- 
a-days such pains are known to indicate the first 
signs of acute rheumatism and are treated seriously 
because this disorder so often leaves the heart in an 
injured state. Even mild cases may induce a ten- 
dency toward chronic heart disease which parents 
may not in the least suspect, All authorities agree 
that one of the largest causes of chronic heart 
trouble in later iife is acute rheumatism during the 
early years. For this reason, if your child com- 
plains of growing pains, the dest plan would be to 
take steps to prevent the development of heart 
trouble. Naturally, any parent hates to think of 
his child as being a vistim of heart disease during 
the middle years of life. 

Acute rheumatic fever is also called “inflam- 
matory rheumatism” or “acute articular rheuma- 
tism.” The largest number of cases occur in Janu- 
ary, February, March and April. The reason for 
this is because children are generally fed more 
hearty diets than usual and also because the skin 
does not throw off as much waste material through 
perspiration as during the warmer months. In 
young adults the disease is more likely to tend to 
affect the joints and, after several acute attacks, 
a chronic arthritis may develop. A patient who 
has ' 1d one attack is all the more likely to have 
others unless the case is judiciously handled. In 
children there is more of a likelihood of damage to 
the valves of the heart or other membrane of the 
heart 

Rheumatic fever represents an acute crisis in one 
who has presert,in his body the particular toxins 
which produce rheumatism. In my opinion those 
suffering from rheumatic fever must have a definite 
toxemia present before an acute attack develops. 
This toxic condition should be regarded as the true 
underlying cause and the exposure to cold or wet 
only a contributing cause. 

The symptoms of a severe attack of acute in- 
flammatory rheumatism start with a feeling of be- 
ing out of sorts, then chilliness followed by quick 
rise of temperature which may reach 102 or 104 
degrees Fahrenheit. With the fever one of the 
joints or sevetal become painful, swollen, hot to the 
touch and flushed red. Due to the pain the patient 
tries to keep the joint quiet and may not be able to 
bear the weight of bedcoverings on it. As the acute | 
inflammation subsides in one group of joints it may | 
break out in a different group. A heavy perspira- 
tion having a distinctive sour smell is noted, the 
tongue is coated and the patient shows (he marked | 
weakness usual with a severe fever. Such an at- | 
tack may last for several weeks. This acute at- 
tack may never develop, as there is much more 
commonly the mild type so frequently found in 
children and wrich may never flare up into an acute 
crisis, but is shown by vague pains in the joints, 
slight fever and heart damage. 

These symptoms are often present in the child 
with bad tonsils. They carely occur after the age 
of twenty-five. After maturity, when regular hab- 
its have been well established, the percentage of 
cases drops to almost none. It can be seen that 
at least most of the cases occur at the age when 
young people are apt to be careless in their hab- 
its. Enervation from late hours, overeating, irregu- 
lar and occasional violent exercise, taking chances 
with exposure to the elements—all of these bad 
practices ere especially prevalent with young folks 
between ten and twenty-five

QUESTION: Mr. Hidalgo Y. asks: “I have heard | 

it said that people can contract a disease from un- 
dercooked pork. Is this true?” 

ANSWER: Trichinosis, or pork poisoning, is usu- 
ally caused from eating pork which has not been 
thoroughly cooked. Practically all cases of this di- | 
Sease can be traced to the eating of raw squsage or | 
improperly cooked pork. In this disease, certain 
parasites from the pik are eaten by the human. 
The eggs develop in the intestines and finally reach 
the muscles, where they may be found in the form 
of small worms. By cooking all pork thoroughly 
the danger of such infection is avoided. 

QUESTION: Mr. Hershel H. writes: “Il would 
appreciate your opinion as to the benefits of goat's 
milk for children and adults.” 

ANSWER: Goats are naturally healthy animals 
and their milk is very clean, so, if it is enjoyed and 
can be secured fresh, you will find that it makes 
a good substitute for cow’s milk. ‘ |

Skirling of bagpipes and trample 
of soldiers’ feet to tine strains of the 
stirring “Bonnie Dundee,” initiated 
the annual banquet and reunion of 
the 49th Battalion Association, held 
at the Macdonald hotel on Saturday 
evening to commemorate the 17th 
anniversary of the mobilization of 
the regiment for service in France 


and Flanders during the Great 
War. 
Forming up in the long corridor 


between the main rotunda and din- 
ing room of the hotel t.e “Forty- 
Niners” swept down toward the 
latter room with their regimental 
march ringing through the hotel and 
the rhythmical tread of their feet 
on the floor causing guests looking 
on to give way to spontaneous 
bursts of applause. 

It was like old times for the 
“Forty-Niners” to march to “Bonnie 
Dundee.” 

They had marched to its invigor- 
ating strains down that long, paved 
road between Reninghelst and 
Ypres on the afternoon of June 2, 
1916, prior to “going over” in the 
attack which made the battalion at

Major Gen. W. A. Griesbach, C.B., 
CMIG., D.S.O., V.D., K.C., original 
officer commanding the battalion 
and later officer commanding the 
lst Canadian Infantry brigade, pre- 
sided. 

RENEW FRIENDSHIPS 

After grace had been said the 
gathering sat down. 

Prior to coming 
many of the boys renewed old 
friendships in the rotunda, In the 
dining hall the boys got close to a 
particular “buddy” and chins im- 
mediately began to wag in the re- 
calling of old days and old times. 

From near and far, from north, 
south, east and west had come men 
who fought with the gallant 49th, 
to be present on this most auspic- 
ious occasion. The unconquerable 
desire to again rub shoulders with 
the “boys of the old brigade” 
brought in men from all sections of 
the province. 

Refusing to submit to the mani- 
fold barriers in his way to attend 
the function, the long-distance rec- 
ord for travelling goes to Sergt. 
M. Erskine of Notikewin, 60 miles 
north of Grimshaw in the Peace 
River country, whence came most 
of the original members of “Steady 
D" company of the battalion. 

The record long distance attend- 
ant from thé south was Major 
James McQueen, from Hanna. 

From as far east as Vermilion 
came Frank Pilkie and from Jasper 
the westerly point represented, 
came W. Digby Harris.

Present West Loop

Within the next three years the centre of gravity of major hockey 
will swing back definitely to Canada and cities comprising the present 
Western Canada Hockey League will be playing again for the Stanley 
Cup, in the opinion of Kenny McKenzie, former Eskimo hockey owner 
and now owner of the Regina Capitals. 

This declaration was made by McKenzie during his week end 
visit here with his team for a game against the Eskimos 

Asked for his reasons supporting his contention, ne said tsat, after 
all, hockey was Canada’s national game. The residents were brought 
up on it. They saw hockey from childhood and, after all, they wanted 
to see hockey. The Stanley Cup was an institution in Canada and 
in the United States it did not carry the same tradition as in this 
country. 

McKenzie said there were already strong indications that Canadians 
would reclaim most of their stars. The success of the W.C.H.L. this 
year was an unmistakable sign. 

He stated that during the current season he had run up a 
telegraph bill of upwards of $150 dealing with telegrams from players 
in eastern teams—mostly located in U. S. cities, offering their services 
for Regina. 

The players themselves prefer to be in Canada and with the love 
of the game firmly imbedded in the people, he was confident that in 
the period mentioned, major league hockey would be the order of the 
day in Western Canada. 

And McKenzie is a shrewd hockey mentor. 

His greatest ambition was to win the Stanley Cup. He nearly 
did it with his mighty Eskimos of former years. In the spring of 1923 
the locals reached the Stanley Cup final and were unfortunate in 
having to meet the mighty Ottawa “Super Six.” ‘ 

It was close, though. Ottawa won the first game 2-1 in overtime 
and the second 1-0. 

Maybe with the return of major hockey to the west Kenny will 
achieve his ambition.
